Mobile, Ala., March 28, 1897. 
Sir : I have the honor to report that a colored man named Horace 
Greeley was sent to the pesthouse yesterday afternoon suffering with 
smallpox. He claims that he has not been out of the city for some time, 
and thus the origin is in mystery, as there are no known cases in the 
city or county. The last two cases reported recovered and have been 
discharged. 

About a week ago a colored man died in Union Springs, Ala., from 
smallpox. Precautions against the spread of the disease were taken. 
It is reported that he said he came from Escambia County, but it is not 
known whether from Alabama or from the adjoining county of the 
same name in Florida.
